REMARKS 

Claims 7 through 28 are pending in this appUcation. Claims 1 through 6 have been 
cancelled. The present Amendment merely confirms the cancellation of claims 1 through 6 at 
the time the application was filed. During a telephonic communication on October 26, 2005, 
Examiner Le confirmed that claims 1 through 6 were cancelled. Accordingly, the Restriction 
Requirement set forth below is actually between claims 7 through 1 1 as Group I and claims 12 
through 28 as Group IL 

In the Office Action dated October 20, 2005, the Examiner imposed a Restriction 
Requirement pursuant to 35 U.S.C. §121, requiring election of either: 

Group I. Claims 1 through 1 1 (actually claims 7 through 11) directed to a 
semiconductor element; or 

Group IL Claims 12 through 28 directed to a method. 

In response Applicants elect to prosecute semiconductor element claims 7 through 1 1 
(Group I). Favorable consideration of claims 7 through 1 1 is solicited.
